- AN EDITORIAL - 


: On Wednesday, March 15, when officials of the tinan- 
cially-troubled United Way gather to “review budgeting 
techniques: and allocation Procedures.” it would behoove 
them to seriously search their own souls. 

The United Way, it may be recalled, is reportedly faced 
with a $220,000 deficit. But if memory serves us correctly. 
three years ago the United Community Council (UCC), fat- 
tened the coffers of the United Appeal (now the United Way) 
to the tune of $300,000 all ear-marked for reserve. : 

\t also strikes Us that the so-called “major reserve” was 
accumutated by using the same age-old formula ... deficit 
financing which the present UW executive director is 
claiming to be ineffective due to lay-offs and the failure of 
pledgers to honor their commitments. 


We submit that the Columbus area lke-all other sections 
of the country, has, and always will be faced with lay-offs. 
strikes and with people moving from the community in 
search of employment for other reasons known only \to them, 

The CALL & POST, while sympathizing with United-Way's 
financial plight, would really like to know exactly what is 
going an within the framework of its total operation. We'd 
also like to know who is kidding who? 

The CALL & POST is distressed by the documented fact 
that the United Way agencies and the white directors who 
man them, have been failing far short of being responsive to 
the needs of the black citizens of the community. 

Of all the agencies under United Way's vast umbrella, 
Robert D. Brown, Columbus Urban League and Bob Nelson, 
Northside Day Care Center are the only biack directors, with 
the exception of Walter Tarpley of UCC. 

itis also.a well known fact that the sister agency of United 


Way, the United Commiunity Council, has been clamioring-tor 
sometime for social agencies.to become more-fesponsive to 
the needs of ALL)people. 

As an example; two years ago, the Urban League took the 
initiative by opening the Hilltop Civic Council with funds 
from a Ford Foundation grant when jt should have’ been tun- 
ded with contributions from the United Way 

However, it wasn’t until tater and after persistent prodding 
by UCC, that United Way gave in and allocated the Hilltop 
Civic Council the total sum of $20,000, The tunds however 
were allocated to the Council, not as an agency, but as a 
project 
ARE Og AS Wrencial crisis United way. seerhd fb'us. 
is screaming out loug about the reputed $220,000 deficit, But 
what about the $300,000 plus UCC dropped into UW's 
reserve, not to mention the $450,000 off the top expenses the 
funding group spends to raise local dollars in the name of 


charity.

The. charges. against. him 
carry a 1 1/2 year maximum 
jail sentence if he is found 
guilty. 

The pretrial is sét for 
Friday, March 10, in Judge 
G.W. Fais’s Municipal Court. 

Ross’s-attorneys are expec- 
ted to ask for a continuance.

After the shooting, Brooks 
reportedly leaped in a late 
model car and sped away. 
The Canton, Miss., native has 
been the object of a nation- 
wide man hunt since the hour 
of the tragic shooting. 

Although little seems to be 
known about the character of 
the fugitive, but based on in- 
formation picked up from 
acquaintances and pieced 
together bit by bit, it would 
appear that he was a most 
unusual individual. 

As an example, he is said 
to have frequently posed as a 
corporation lawyer but 
claimed he wasn't licensed to 
practice in Ohio, He is also

Basic human need - that’s 
the key to the services of- 
fered to the westside 
residents by the Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Commun- 
ity Action organization’s 
(CMACAO) Westside Neigh- 
borhood Action Center. 
located at 415 W. Rich St. in 
the Riverside Housi 
Project. te 

“We're not talking about a 
car or a television set which 
most . people consider 
necessities today,"' said 
Frank Smith, center director. 
“We're talking about essen- 
tials like jobs, food, clothing 
and housing.” 

One of the six neigh- 
borhood action centers 
operated by CAMCAO. the 
Westside Center serves 
residents ‘living in what is 
Primarily a residential area 
bordered by the Scioto River. 
on the west: Hague Ave.. 
Gast; thé Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station, north; and 
Greenlawn Ave., south. 

According to Smith, one of 
the center's major areas of 
emphasis is employment, 
since the lack of economic 
resources is most often the 
focal point of poverty. “We 
have a comprehensive 
program which enables us to 
approach this problem from 
different angles," Smith ex-

clothing. “Our clothing room 
is stocked with donations 
from agencies and residents, 
and we're able to meet most 
clothing requests for pre- 
school children,” Smith said. 
“We also try to help someone 
who needs clothing for 
something like an em- 
ployment interview, 
especiatly, since our coun- 
selors stress the importance 
of appearance.” * 

In another area of basic 
human need, Betty Immel, the 
Westside Center's housing 
coordinator; is~actively~in- 
volved in a variety of housing 
issues. "Our building and 
zoning codes are an- 
tiquated,"’ she commented, 
“and we're working to revise 
and bring them back in touch 
with today's needs.” 

She also helps relocate in- 
dividuals or find them tem- 
porary housing. “We work 
closely with the Columbus 
Metropolitan Housing 
Authority, the Family 
Relocation Center, and the 
Housing Opportunities Cen- 
ter to help those who have 
been displaced because of 
urban renewal and govern- 
ment projects,” she said. 

The Westside Center also 
operates a comprehensive 
child development program 
for pre-school children bét- 
ween the ages of three and 
five. Maximum enrollment in 
the program is 15, and it 
operates from 8:30 to 11:00 
a.m., Tuesday through Friday. 

The center also invioves 
senior citizens of the area in 
a wide range of activities.

Keith Young. a forward on the Mohawk city high cham- 
pionship team in 1970, scored 19 points to help the Gophers 
to.their first Big Ten title since 1937, Young is the fifth player 
from Columbus to play with a college champion-ship team 

Pat Beasley of South led Wittenberg to the champion- 
ship in the Ohio Conference and scored 29 points last week 
to help the Tigers win the Southern Division Crown of the 
Ohio Conference Tournament. 

Ed Ratleff of East led Long Beach State to the PCAA 
title and a berth in the NCAA Western Regional Tournament. 

Owight Lamar. also of East. and Fred Saunders of 
Mohawk will have their chance to help lead University of 
Southwestern Louisiana to the NCAA title. They led the 
Bulldogs to the championship in the Southland Conference. 

Ron Behagen and Corky Taylor were suspended 
because of their roles in the fight during the Ohio State- 
Minnesota game on Jan. 25 . 

The Gophers have five other outstanding black athletes 
who are members of the finest University of Minnesota 
basketball team singe the days when Lou Hudson and Ar- 
chie- Clark. now professional superstars. were Gopher 
luminaries in the mid-60's. Four of them - Jim Brewer, Clyde 
Turner. Keith Young and Dave Winfield - are regulars and 
the fifth. Capt. Bob Murphy. is the top reserve. . 

Young broke into the Gophers* starting tineup “shortly 
before the start of the Big Ten season and has rapidly 
developed into one of the finest sophomore players in. the 
Conference. 

Betore the season started head coach Bill Musselman 
said that Young could well play a key role in the Gophers’ 
fortunes because of his ability to play either guard or for- 
ward. The coach has proven a prophet and Young is the only 
Sophomore on the Minnesota starting five 

‘Young is tall for a guard at 6’5" but he is also quick and 
has good speed for his size. “Keith is very coachable.” says 
Musseiman. “He is one of the most complete guards | have 
seen in college ball.and one of the most unselfish players. 
He is not a glory hog but-concentrates.on what needs to be 
done on a given’ night against a given foe," Coach 
Musselman added. 

Although hé does not shoot as much as Turner, Young 
iS an even more accurate shot. He has led the Big Ten in 
field goal accuracy much of the season and enjoyed his 

finest night in the-Gophers'.65-59- win-over-Wisconsin-when 
he scored 27 points. 

With such a large number of black players on his team, 
Musselman hasn't had the problems other Big Ten coaches 
have had. Minnesota has had four or five coaches in the past 
few years. 

Musseiman’s flashy Globetrotters warm-ups allows his 

Players to relax and get-all the clowning out-of-their-system- 
before they settle down to work. He has developed good rap- 
Port with his players and has’ sold them his defense-minded 
system. 

Jim Brewer is one of Musseiman’s best players. The 6'8" 
junior forward from Proviso East High in Maywood, Iil., led 
his team to the 1970 Illinois state title and was named that 
state's “Mr. Basketball" by the Chicago Tribune. 

He was second-team All-Big Ten @s a sophomore and 
was Voted the Gophers’ most valuable-player. He also was a 
member of the Big Ten all-star team which toured Australia 
last summer and was the second leading scorer. 

This year Brewer has moved to center and has been 
focusing his attention on defense.and rebounding. “Jim-has 
made more adjustments this year than anyone else on the 
squad.” Musseiman. said. 

Clyde. Turner, @ 6'8" forward, is the Gophers’ leading 
scorer and has been averaging about 19 points per game 
despite playing with & team noted for its deliberate style of 
offense. Turner is a native of Champaign, Ill. He spent two 
years as the star of the Robert Morris Junior College team in 
Carthage. Ill. 

Turner broke 15 school records at Morris JC. “Clyde is 
potentially one of the best shooters in the nation,” says 
Musselman. "He has great offensive moves and natural shot- 
ting ability. He is also a highly-coachable player and has 
made exceptional progress on defense even though he was 
primarily an offensive player in junior college ball. 

The fourth black starter for the Gophers is Dave Win- 
field. He plays a pretty fair game of basketball for a man who’ 
is known primarily as ‘a baseball player. He is attending Min- 

* nesota on a baseball scholarship and was the keystone of 
the Gopher pitching staff last spring when he led the Big Ten 
with a 1.59 earned-run average. 

A first-team All-Big Ten selection, he is rated a sure-fire 
major leagué prospect by Gopher baseball coach Dick 
Siebert who has produced eight Big Ten championships and 
three NCAA titles. 

Minnesota's freshman basketball coach, Jim Williams, 
who is also a black and’a former star center for Musselman 
at Ashland College, noticed Winfield playing intramural 
basketball game last fall. H6 was so impressed that he 
brought him to Musselman’s attention, Bill took one look at 
Dave in action and invited him to join the varsity. “Dave is a 
great natural athlete,” Musselman declares. 

The fifth black player on the Gopher squad, is Capt. Bob 
Murphy. “Bob has shown a great attitude," Musselman ex- 
plains, “There is no doubt that he would like to be a starter, 
especially since he is captain, but our starting lineup is set, 
It helps the team to have a guy like Murph on the bench, 
however.” 

Murphy, a 6-2 guard, was an outstanding prep ‘star at 
George Wingate High in Brooklyn. He attended Ellsworth 
(towa) Junior College before enrolling at Minnesota. He won 
J.C. All-American honors there and was named the best 
junior college player in the state. after averaging 25 points 
per game in. 1970. 

Someone Has. said that no team is greater than its 
reserve power. The Gophers have won six of eight games 
since Behagen and Taylor were suspended, 

if Southwestern Louisiana wins the Midwest Regional, 
Long Beach wins West Regional and Minnesota wins the 
Mideast Regional, there would be four black athletes from 
Columbus playing in the NCAA finals in Los Angeles.

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Saturday Review...Several months ago the 
Column contained an article relative to the idea that 
black sports superstars are physically superior to 
white players because of their race. We did not 


agree. 


Several days ago we received an article writ- 
ten by a noted biack sociologist who stated there is 
no proof whatever for the belie! that tive tiack sport 
sman has.an edge as a result of his color. 


There is an article appear- 
ing in the current (March) 
issue Of “Intellectual Digest,” 
entitled ‘The Myth of the 
Racially Superior Athlete," 
Or. Harry Edwards, the black 
sociologist attacks an article 
in the Jan, 18 issue of 
“Sports Illustrated" by Martin 
Kane, .a senior editor, who 
claimed black stars achieved 
superiority for racial reasons. 

Or. Edwards said, “By as- 
serting that blacks are physi- 
Cally superior, whites at best 
reinforce some old stereo- 
types long held ahout the 
Afro-Americans, to-wit; that 
they are little removed from 
the apes in their evolutionary 
development. 

The major implication of 
Kane's argument for the 
black population at large is 
that it opens the door far at 
least an informal acceptance 
of the idea that whites are in- 
tellectually superior to 
Blacks. 

Kane of ‘Sports Illustrated’ 


claimed that black athletes 


had proportionately longer 
leg lengths; narrower hips, 
wider calf bones and greater 
arm -citeumference than 
white. athletes; that they had 
a-greater ratio of tendon to 
muscle; and that they -had-a 
basically elongated. body 
structure, enabling them to 
function- with -more- efficient 
heat dissipation: 
* Dr. Edwards stated that 
Sports Illustrated had erred 
because “in no case was the 
evidence presented gathered 
from a random sample of 
subjects selected from the 
black population at large in 
America.” 
~~Kane.committed_a serious 
scientific error,” said Dr, Ed- 
wards, “and his theory of in- 
herent black racial superiori- 
ty among athletes led Kane to 
assert that blacks dominate 
the Sports requiring speed 
and strength’ white whites 
due to racially linked physi- 
cal traits, are predestined to 
prevail in those sporting 
events requiring endurance.” 
There was-one- ridiculous 
Statement by Kane that read, 
“when black Kenyans won 
distance races and defeated 
highly touted and capable 
whites in the 1968 Olympic 
Games, Kane made the ridi- 
culous assertion that (the 
Kenyans and Bikila have 
black skin but a number of 
white features. 
The man has-to be kidding. 
Dr. Edwards, who teaches 
sociology at the University of 
California at Berkeley, said 
that praise for the: black’s 
natural speed or power is the 
white way of implying that he 
is not there from the neck up. 
Kane also asserted that 
blacks have been regarded 
by some coaches as having a 
Spécial ability to relax under 
stress. What has color got to 
do with an athlete relaxing?

Dr. Edwards, who led black 
athletes in the 1968 Olympic 
boycott said, “There can be 
little “argument with~the-ob-~ 
vious fact that black perfor- 
mances in sports have been 
and continue to be superior, 
on the whole, to those of 
whites = 

“There is room for con- 
siderable debate over the 
identity and character of the 
factors that have determined 
that superiority and contri- 
buted to its perpetuation,” he 
concluded. 

“Since the talents of 25 
million Afro-Americans have 
a disproportionately higher 
concentration in Sports, the 
number of highly gifted 
whites in Sports is propor- 
tionately less. Under such 
circumstances, Black 
athletes who do participate in 
sports operate at a psycho- 
logical disadvantage because 
they believe blacks to be in- 
herently superior as 
athletes..." 

“Thus the white man has 
become the chief victim of 
his own lie,’ Dr. Edwards 
summed up.

Busing Is Vital For 
-_ Quality Education- — 


Angered by the continued controversary over 
the busing issue, Urban League Executive Director 
Vernon Jordan issued a fiery statement last week con- 
demning opponents of the plan. The controversy he 


said, has obscured the fact 


that it is what is at the end 


of the bus ride that is most important. Jordan's 


statement was as follows; 


“The long-simmering con- 
troversy about busing to 
desegregate the public 
schools has flared into a full- 
scale debate that is being 
used as a political football'to 
divide and polarize the 
nation, Constitutional amend- 
ments have been proposed 
which would re-create a 
system of dual schools, 
separate and _ inherently 
unequal, 


“By appointing a top-level 
group to study ways to cir- 
cumvent recent court 
decisions ordering in- 
tegration and busing as one 
| Of the means to achieve it, 
the President.has lent the 
weight of his office and the 
dignity of his position to 
those who have been defying 
the law of the land. And he 
has completely underminded 
his own statement of two 
years ago, when he said: 
“Quality is what education is 
all about; desegregation is 
vital to that quality. 


“Busing is now controver- 
sial because it is a racial, 
issue. America's school 


systems have always bused 
children; about forty percent 
of all students are bused to 
school for reasons that have 
nothing at all to do with 
desegregation. 


“Black 


people need only think back 
@ few years to recall how they 


were bused far from home, 
past nearby predominately 
white schools, to attend all- 
black ones. And many white 
parents today put their 
children on schoo! buses that 
drive past integrated public 
schools and stop at all-white, 


segregated private. schools. 

“Anyone who proposes 
that the current opposition to 
busing is not based on racial 
grounds is deceiving himself. 
| say if we could use busing 
as a means to cmplement 
segregation and defy the law, 
we can use it now to im- 
plement desegregation and 
obey the law of the land and 
the higher law of morality as 
well. 

“The hysteria over busing 
obscures the fact that what is 
at the end of the bus ride is 
what matters. White children 
in an all-white school en- 
vironment are deprived of the 
diversity that reflects the 
world in which they will have 
to live. 

“Many studies including 
one by the Civil Rights Com- 
mission, conclude that in- 
tegration is a significant fac- 
tor in giving black children 
and poor children a fairer 
chance at a better edutation. 


“It is clear to me that the 
attempts to inflame public 
opinion against” busing, 
which is but one tool to 
desegregate the schools, 


represent @ cease-fire in the 
moral and social_revolution 
this nation has been 
Struggling to achieve, 

“By politicizing the issue, 
parents and children are 
being used as pawns in-an 
effort to roll batk and nullify 
the historic 1954 Supreme 
Court decision that held dual 
school systems uncon- 
stitutional and inherently 
unequal. But almost. twenty 
years later half of the black 
children in Chicago, for 
example, go to all-black 
schools. 

“To the extent that 
desegregation has been 
achieved, it has been in the 
South under court-ordered 
plans that frequently include 
busing. The courts have 
spoken loud and clear on this 
issue. In last year's Chariotte- 
Mecklenburg decision, Chiet 
Justice Warren Burger affir- 
med that ‘desegregation 
plans cannot be limited to the 
walk-in school,"’ and the 
Court unanimously approved 
busing to achieve 
desegregation. 

“In January, a Federal 
Court ruled in Richmond, 
Virginia, that political boun- 
dary lines cannot be used to 
prevent desegregation. its or- 
der that the districts merge 
will probably mean slightly 
more busing and substan- 
tially more integration,”

Trial May Take Two Months 


SAN. FRANCISCO. — As_. 


of Friday, March 3, 12 
potential jurors had been 
seated and intensive— 
questioning of those 12 
was expected to proceed. 
Defense attorneys have 
been, and will continue to 
try to determine their at- 
titudes about race and 
Communism. Both sides 
expect that many more 
jurors will have to be 
questioned before a per- 
manent jury panel is slec- 
ted. 


Jurors are taken from 
panels of 150 registered 
voters. People are initially 
eliminated because of job 
problems, illness or family 
situations that don't allow 
them to serve. The remaining 
members of the panel are 
then questioned by the attor- 
neys about their knowledge 
of the case from the media to 
determine if pw-trial publicity 
has prejudiced them and they 
are also questioned about 
whether they can serve the 
estimated six months of the 


* trial. 


When 12 persons have 
gone through that process, 
they then face the extensive 
questioning by the 
Prosecution and defense as 
to their attitudes on racism 
and Communism. That is the 
point we are at now. 

Of the 150 these 12 poten- 
tial jurors were taken from, 
there was only 1 black per-

persons and about 12 per-

Each side has 20 premp- 
tory challenges - that is they 
can simply remove a juror 
without giving a reason.

Law Permits 
Registration 


By Mail 


Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown announced that 
“another major step for- 
ward in the updating of 
Ohio's elective process 
will become a reality when 
his proposed legislation, 
Senate Bill No,460 
(allowing registration and 
notice of name change by 
mail), goes into effect on 
March 23, 1972 thus 
easing requirements for 
voter registrants,” 

Within two weeks’ time it 
will be possible for Ohians 
who are temporarily absent 
from their home- county. to 
register to vote with their 
home-county Board of Elec- 
tions either by mail or in per- 
son at any other of Ohio's 
county Boards which main- 
tain voter registration, said 
the Chief Election Officer, He 
explained the procedures by 
saying, “the voter need: only 
request an application tor 
registration by mail. Upon 
receipt of the same the elec- 
tor must fill out the form and 
mail it back to his home 
county Board, nthe 
Board has recéwed the 
fegistration card in thier of: 
fice, the-registration—wilt 
become effective," Con- 
tinuing Secretary Brown said 
that other electors may be 


absent from their home coun- 
ties and may choose to 
register in their home county 
through one of the 53 full and 
7 partial registration county 
Boards of-Elections. All the 
voter need do in such a case 
is go into any .county Board 
of Elections office and 
request that the Board 
register him or her to vote in 
his home county. After the 
registration forms have been 
completed the registering 
Board will forward them to 
the individual's home county 
Board for filing. Registration, 
when initiated at the Board of 
Elections of another county, 
is effective at the time it is 
made in such other county, 

Another change which will 
@ase requirements for 
registrants will enable 
“registered electors who 
have legally changed their 
name, by marriage or other- 
wise, to notify the Board of 
Elections by mail of their 
change of name,” according 
to Amended Section 3503.19 
of the Revised Code. This 
new form (No. 253) is 
available to the: applicant at 
his nearest Board of Elec- 
tions or upon request by 
return.mail, Mr, Brown. stated. 
This now eliminates the 
necessity for these in- 
dividuals to register;

A Welcome Invitation 


Although it was a woefully long 
time coming, the Ohio National 
Guard |s extending an invitation to 
our young blacks that they should 
not hesitate to accept. For the ‘un- 
precedented invitation carries with it 
opportunities that could provide our 
unskilled blacks with the means of 
education, security and a bright 
future. 

The Ohio National Guard, with the 
assistance of the Urban League and 
the. NAACP, has launched a recruit- 
ment program designed to en- 
courage more blacks to enlist. 
Recruits must be between the ages 
of 17 and 26. 

They must sign up for six years 
and after six months of basic 
training-they-return: to their-respec- 
tive home town as members of the 
Reserve Guard. During basic training 
they are paid on a monthly basis, 
They are also paid for each of the 
weekend training sessions, normally. 
held twice monthly. 

In inviting the youths to consider 
enlisting, Recruiting Officers point 
out the many advantages offered to 


Guardsmen, such as education from 
courses in instructional service 
schools, correspondence courses 
and a variety of other programs to 
acquire skills to assure them of gain- 
ful employment. , 

The Urban League and the NAACP 
in encouraging young blacks to take 
advantage of this opportunity, cite 
the importance of having integrated 
military outfits in case of disturbance 
in our community or disturbances 
which frequently break out on 


college campuses. They also 
Suggest that blacks behind some 
guns during such uprisings could 
vastly improve the image of the 
Guard and establish better relation- 
ship-with. black communities in the 
process, 

As previously pointed out, the in- 
vitation was a long time coming, but 
the opportunities it offers are too 
great to be igonored by our young 
men if they are to become effective 
leaders of tomorrow. 

To them we say, the opportunity is 
yours, don't let it pass you by.

Keep Drug Center Intact 


A year and three months ago the 
Cleveland Health Department 
opened this area's only residential 
treatment center for persons addic- 
ted to heroin. The Jones Memorial 
Program, operated mainly by ex- 
addicts under medical supervision, is 
funded! through the Community Men- 
tal Health and Retardation Board 
(648 Board) and costs the City 
almost ‘nothing. Jones Memorial has 
helped more than 200 people bury 
their heroin habit. Two hundred 
people who once committed crimes 
to raise money for their daily heroin 
now are free to lead lives which no 
longer threaten society or them- 
selves, 

The Jones. Program has earned 
high respect from medical profes- 
sionals, the courts, religious leaders, 
drug experts, and high-level law en- 
forcement officials who have been 
the target of harassment from local 
officials whom one might expect 
should be keenly interested in 


curing people of drug addiction. 
These officials, possibly not under- 
Standing the drug problem, have at- 
tacked it with a number of pressures 
including, just last week, an order to 
move out of the Jones Building at 
Warrensville and into a smaller 
building that has been’ remodeled to 
receive the women prisoners at the 
Workhouse. Jones Memorial has re- 
ceived cooperation from Federal and 
Local narcotics agents who have not 
been part of the assault, 

It is not easy to understand why a 
law enforcement official would, in 
complete ignorance of the drug 
problem, try to kill the only effective 
residential program open to every- 
one in this area. 

Such officials would do well to 
examine their attitudes about drugs 
and their actions regarding the drug 
problem. They are charged with 
fighting crime:-not with—-fighting 
against a program that does much to 
reduce the amount of crime.

During every session of the Ohio 
Legislature, you'll always find at least 
one member making welfare recipients 
his main target of attack, Rep. Rodney 
H. Hughes, Bellefontaine Republican, 
grabbed this down-with-the-poor distinc- 
tion at the beginning of the present 109th 
General Assembly and he is playing it to 
the proverbial hilt, 

After introducing several measures 
aimed at tightening the role of poor relief 
clients during the first half of the 
‘Session, he sprung back at the beginning 
of the tail-end session with a bill 
designed to curtail distribution of food 
stamps. 

Hughes, chairman of the House Select 
Committee on Public Assistance, in- 
troduced a bill to repeal current 


———-frequirements that-alt-counties~appty~for 


the federal food stamp program. In 
presenting his proposal, he charged that 
“many recipients illegally sell their food 
Stamps and use the cash for non-food 
items.” 

The arch conservative, who sponsored 
@ bill early last year designed to compel 
employable recipients of aid to depen- 
dent children and poor relief to ~par- 
ticipate in state work relief program, 
claimed there's no practical way to 
polige.the illegal sale of food stamps..He. 
even claimed food stamps are sometimes 
sold for whiskey instead of food. 

Although his bill would obviously 
create a serious hardship on thousands 
of poor people, Hughes, in a bleeding 
heart plea, insisted that his “primary con- 
cern has to be with the children of 
welfare recipients. To end the cycle of 
welfare dependency, we must assure that 
the children receive the kind of diet*they 
need to grow strong and be alert,” he 
Stated in a press release. 

He further contended that county 
welfare departments are already faced

Whitney was a powerful mover in the

Much of this story is still untold and 
few people are fully aware of his great 
accomplishments in the face of over- 
whelming odds.

Verbal tributes are all too often 
inadequate to express the feelings and 
the depth of emotions stirred by a man 
That's why, despite the countless moving 
tributes and testimonials to his greatness 
that were made just after his death last 
year, the most moving was. the scene at 
his funeral in New York. 

The long. slow line of cars accom- 
panying him on his last trip sadly made 
their Way down Hariem’s 125th Street 
With the others in that cortege, | sat in 
the back ‘seat of one of the vehicles, 
locked in my sadness and loss. But 
looking out of the window, | saw’one of 
the most moving sights of my life 
Thousands upon. thousands of people -- 
black and white. poor and rich, 
Preachers and pimps, hard-hats and 
professionals, young and old lined the 
streets, paying homage to the man they 
respected and loved. it was the children, 
above all, who moved us to tears as they 
stood, heads bowed in sorrow, holding 
Scrawled signs bidding farewell to a man 
whose life was spent fighting for their 
future 

it was this massive outpouring of 
emotion by the people of the ghetto that 
showed everyone, some for the first time, 
what Whitney meant to his black and 
white brothers and sisters, and how 
deeply he touched their lives. It has been 
a long year, but his memory lives on, his 
ideas continue to inspire, and his spirit 
still warms US. 


_Deprecating Ideologies 


Seldom-have Icommented”on articles 
written by my fellow columnists in The 
Call & Post. | consider it a privilege to 
share my thoughts among some of the 
outstanding columniéts whose articles 
are..diligently read. by thousands .of 
blacks throughout Ohio and the nation 
and whose opinions and perceptions of 
the black experience in America are 
regarded by many as significant con- 
tributions to black thought. 

| must admit; however, that | disagree 
with Vernon E. Jordan's article which ap- 
peared in the Feb. 26 issue of the Call & 
Post, entitled: “Role of Black Leader- 
ship,” 

Mr. Jordan's article was in reference to 
the national television program which 
was televised on Feb. 8, on the “Black 
Journal” program. Mr. Jordan was one of 
the panelists, along with other black 
leaders, who was discussing the status 
of blacks in this country and what ways 
blacks should respond to their status. 

Such men as Imamu Baraka (LeRoi 
Jones), Rev, Albert Cleage, Roy Innis, 
Rev. Ralph Abernathy, Charles Diggs, 
and others shared the panel with Mr. Jor- 
dan. 

Mr, Jordan, in his article expressed 
real disappointment concerning that 
program mainly because he felt that 
some of the other members of the panel 
got “hung up” with ideologies. 

“It is my feeling that ideology has to 
take a back seat when people are 
hungry, jobless and in pain.” Mr. Jordan 
wrote. 

Mr, Jordan seems to depreciate 
“ideologies.” However, he contradicts 
himself, because he inadvertently 
espouses and expresses his own 
“ideology” the moment he says, "'Black- 
led agencies have to deal with the 
people, they have to mobilize the com- 
munity around solid programs that deal 
with the community's needs.” 

He goes on to support his contention 
(or ideology, If you will), by saying, “The 
average black family, for example, is 
concerned about quality education for 
their kids they (black families) are 
living here today, in a society with a cer- 
tain kind of economic and political struc- 
ture. They know that their problems have 
to be solved by using that structure to 
work for them ...” t 

Mr Jogdan’s statements deprecating 


“ideologies” or putting ideologies in “a 


backseat" are definitely contradictory to 
his forthright declaration of his own 
ideology clearly stated in his polemic 
against other ideologies. . 

in other words, what Mr. Jordan is 
disparaging about is not so much 
against “ideologies” but against other 
people's ideologies, He wants other 
people's ideologies to be relegated to "a 
backseat” but not his own. 

it is also interesting to note that blacks 
all over America are dealing with 
ideologies or with ideas of how to 
liberate the black man from his perpetual 
oppression. As early as August, 1970, 
Ebony magazine came out with a 
“special issue” on the whole question of 
ideologies, That issue dealt with the ever 
gnawing dilemna between integration 


and separatism. 


The late Whitney Young Jr., whom Mr. 


Jordan succeeded as the national direc- 
tor of the Urban League, was one of the 
many writers and contributors of that 
special issue, College students, high 


school studénts,-men- and women 


everywhere are struggling with ideas 
about liberation more than ever before. 

For too long we have been reacting to 
the immediacy of our economic and 
political condition. It is indeed important 
to deal with the issues of employment 
and hunger, but we have always been 
dealing with these issues. 

And from generation to generation, 
from one decade to another, we have 
always struggled with “ideologies” or 
“ideas of how we. can. once and for all 
time free ourselves from economic and 
political oppression, and we are not 
“hung up" on issues of separation and 
integration, but seeking various alter- 
natives left for us to survive and free our- 
selves from pernicious racism and op- 
pression. 

If there is anybody's ideology that 
should take a backseat at this time, | 
would rather think it would be Mr, Jor- 
dan’s. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 
and YOU

QUESTION: My doctor doesn't accept 


Medicare assignments for direct 
payments to him. He has sent me a bill 
that | can't pay right now. What can | do 
about it? 

ANSWER; You can send the itemized 
bill to Medicare before you pay it. You 
are responsible for the first $50 in doctor 
bills each year, After that amount is 
deducted, Medicare will pay you 80 per- 
cent of the reasonable charge for the 
services shown on the bill. Then you can 
turn this money over to the doctor and 
you will only owe him the balance. 

QUESTION: | have been paying social 
security contributions for over 20 years 
and so has my wile. Since she can get « 
monthly benetit as a wife on my record 
when | retire, why doss she also have to 
Pay social security contributions? 

ANSWER: Everyone who works at a 
job covered by social security must pay 
contributions. More important, 
your wife, as a worker, has Social 
Security protection in her own right. If 
she becomes severely disabled before 
reaching retirement age, she might 
qualify on her own earnings record for 
monthly disability checks. And, when she 
retires, she can get retirement benefits 
on her own eamings record even if you 
decide to keep on working. In most 
areas, her retirement benefit check 
would generally be more than the check 
she would receive as a dependent wife. If 
she would die while your children are 
young, they could get monthly survivors 
benefits on her earnings record. 

QUESTION: My wife and | both get 
monthly social security retirement 
checks. However, we just bought s 
traiter and plan to spend the next 6 to 7 
months traveling through the United © 
States. Since we won't have a per- 
manent address while we're traveling, 
whal can we do about getting our 
checks? 

ANSWER: — You-—-could make 
arrangements to have your checks 
mailed directly to your bank for deposit 
into your account: You can get the form 
you'll need to do this from any social 
security office or your bank
